It was because of Rey. Dr. R. C. Cave's 
position on this same subject that Elder 
Garrison and others high in the councils 
of the Christian Church forced him out of 
that fold nearly ten years ago. 


It is not charged that Mr. Garrison is 
himself a higher critic, but it is urged 
that he has relaxed the views on the sub- 
ject to the extent of giving encourage- 
ment to those who are. 

Coming at the same time as the resig- 
nation of Rev. Dr. De Costa from the 
Episcopal ministry because the Board of 
Bishops admitted Rev. Dr. Briggs, an out- 
spoken higher criticism advocate, to the 
fold, Elder Garrison's prospective retire- 
ment from the editorial management of 
the Christian Evangelist will arouse theo- 
logians to unusual interest. 

the resignation of Myr. Garrison was the 
result of a proposition made to him on 
Sept. 21, by F. M. Call and others, who 
own 60 shares of Christian Evangelist 
stock, that he buy their stock. They gave 
as a reason for wishing to sell that they 
did not approve of his editorial manage- 
ment, in that he permitted communications 
to appear in the paper containing what is 
known as the higher critticism of the bible. 

It is not charged that Elder Garrison is 
doctrinally unsound but he recently printed 
an editorial in which he said he believed 
the higher criticism was worthy of con- 
sideration. He contended that Alexander 
Campbell, founder of what is known as the 
Christian Church, made his fight for the 
very essence of the higher criticism. In 
addition he published in the Christian 
Evangelist contributions from Rev. Dr. 
Merbert L. Willett, head of the Disciples 
Divinity House of Chicago University. Dr. 


| Willett is a high priest of the higher criti- 
'cism cult. 


! In a recent article printed in the 
(ihristian Evangelist he assigned the au- 
thorship of the Book of Daniel to the 


| Maccabeean period, which was 25 years or 


so after the time of Daniel. 

Mr. Call and the others interested in the 
Christian Evangelist regarded this as 
heresy and Mr. Garrison’s action in pub- 
lishing it caused them to doubt that he was 
a proper person to control] the paper. 

They are said to have protested against 
the publication of such matter and their 
protests led Elder Garrison to express his 
views on the subject of the higher criticism 


Perbaps the most practical question for this 
Lectureship to consider is. What should be our at- 
titude toward the higher criticism? Four attitudes 
are conceivable, viz., indifference, indiscriminate 
hostility, indiscriminate acceptance of everything 
suggested by higher critics and a hearty recogni- 
tion of the legitimacy of higher criticiem as an in- 
strument for ascertaing the truth concerning the 
Bible, with the reserved right of accepting or re- 
jecting its conclusions according as they may cam- 
mend themselves to our judgment, after giving 
them an honest and fearless examination. 

In view of what I have already said you will not 
be in any doubt as to which of these attitudes I 
think we .onght te assume. The first is worthy 
only of religious du'lards; the second of creed- 
bound traditionalists; the third of unanchored fa- 
tionalists, who, having loosed the cable of faith, 
are seeking to steer their course by the light,of 
reason alone. The fourth attitude is alone worthy 
of enlightened and loval Christians, freed from the

On this point I corfess to having felt for some 
time a deep solicitude for the brotherhood of be- 
lievers with which it is my honor and privilege 
to be connected.

WORK OF NATIONAL DEMOCRATIC

Gov. Stone Says He Will Only Be Vice- 
Chairman and Have N» Other 
Connection With the Party

Ex-Gov. William J. Stone, Vice-Chair- 
man of the National Democratic Com- 
miftee, said Tuesday that he expected to 
méet Chairman James K. Jones either in 
Chicago or St. Louis within the next fif- 
teen days and turn over to‘him the man- 
agement of the party’s affairs which have 
been in his hands since the chairman went 
to Europe several months ago. 

The ex-Governor said he had not yet re- 
ceived a letter from Senator Jones fixing 
the date and place of the conference, but 
he said that was merely an incident, as 
the conference was arranged before the 
Senator left England. George K. John- 
son, chairman of the executive committee, 
and Sam B. Cook, of the ways and means 
comm.ttee, will also sit in the conference. 

“We will go thoroughly over all the 


ground that has been covered since he left’ 
for England and give reports of the work 
that has been done, so that he will be in 
a position to take hold of the reins where 
we will drop them, with a full Knowledge 
of the conditions that confront the party. 
He will not have very much trouble .-.n 
familiarizing himself with all our advan- 
tages and necessities, as every person who 
will sit in the conference thas been in cor- 
respondence with h:m during his absence. 

“At the conclusion of the conference I 
will resume my place as vice-chairman of 
the committee and the chairman will re- 
turn to his duties as the committee’s head.

The Transvaal Demands That British Troops Be 
Withdrawn From Position on 
the Borders.

KRUGER SENDS 


LONDON, Oct. 10.—The Transvaal 
Government has sent an ultimatum to 
Great Britain. 

At. 7:40 last night a dispatch was 
handed to ‘Conyngham Greene, the 
British diplomatic agent at Pretoria, re- 
questing an _ explicit assurance of the 
withdrawal within forty-eight hours of the 
British troops from the Transvaal bor- 
ders, as well as the withdrawal of all the 
British forces landed in South Africa since 
the Bloemfontein conference. 


The Transvaal ultimatum, which is 
signed by F. W. Reitz, Secretary of State, 
concludes with the following four de- 
mands: 

1. That all points of mutual differences 
be regulated by friendly recourse to ar- 
bitration or by whatever amicable way 
may be agreed upon by this government 
and Her Majesty's government. 

2. That all troops on the borders of 
this Republic shall be instantly with- 
drawn. 


3. That all reinforcements of troops 
which have arrived ir South Africz> since 
June 1, 1899, shall be removed from South 
Africa within a reasonable time, to be 
agreed upon with this government, and 
with the mutual assurance and guarantee 
on the part of this government that no at- 
tack upon or hostilities against any por- 
tion of the possessions of the British 
government shall be made by this Repub- 
lic during the further negotiations, within 
a period of time to be subsequently agreed 
upon between the governments; and @his 
goyernment will, on compliance there- 
with, be prepared to withdraw the armed 
burghers of this Republic from the bor- 
ders. 

4. That.British troops which are now 
on the high seas shall not be landed in 
any part of South Africa.

Accompanying the ultimatum is the fol- 
lowing declaration: 

“Her Majesty's unlawful intervention 
in the internal affairs of this republic, in 
conflict with the London convention of 
1884, by the extraordinary strengthening 
of her troops in the neighborhood of the 
borders of this republic, has caused an 
intolerable condition of things to arise, 
to which this government feels itself 
obliged, in the interest not only of this 
republic, but also of all South Africa, to 
make an end as soon as possible, and this 
government feels itself called upon and 
obliged to press earnestly and with em- 
phasis for an immediate termination of 
this state of things.”’

QUESTIONS AT ISSUE. 


The Transvaal side of the contention and 
the British side are presented below: 

England's proposals to the Transvaal ret 

1. The substituting of the articles of the 
Pretoria Convention of 1881 for those of the 
Londgn Convention of 1884, respecting the 
Boer Republic's relations with foreign pow- 
ers. . ; 

2. The abolition of all legislation respect- 
ing franchise of aliens adopted by the fe 
public since 1881. 

3. The granting of municipal autonomy t& 
the Raad. 

4. The removal of all religious disabilities. 

5. The disarmament of the two great forts 
which command Johannesburg. 

6. The republic is called upon to renounes 
its treaty of 1872 with Portugal, under which 
it is empowered to import arms and am- 
munition from Delagoa Bay through Portu- 
guese territory. 

7. Indemnity is asked for Rritatn’s outlay 
in sending troops and other military prepara- 
tions. 

The Transvaal Government submitted an 
offer of compromise to imperial Britain. 
The offer provided for a five years’ residence

been obtained to warrant its use. 

Subsequently Mr. Kinnerk learned things 
which made him desirous of having Julius 
Bechtold, a beer drummer, as a witness in 
the case. For fear that Mr. Bechtold 
would not*be in the city when the case 
came to trial, Mr. Kinnerk procured the 
appointment of a special commissioner to 
take depositions. Last Saturday was set 
for the taking of the denoattions. Mr. 
Bechtold and ‘Mrs. Schoppe were served 
with the subpenas at the same time. 

One of the things which Mr. Kinnerk 
wanted Mr. Bechtold to testify to was a 
steamboat trip which he was supposed to 
have taken to Keokuk.

A small gecti@n of the lower part of a 
woman’s body,” with the left thigh at- 
tached, was found in front of No. 160 West 
Seventeenth street.

MANILA, Oct. 10.—Schwan’s column en- 
tered San Francisco Malabon without 
opposition this morning. The enemy had 
fled.

Soldiers Arrive at San Francisco From 
Manila. 

SAN FRANOISCO, Cal., Oct. 10.—The 
United States transport Newport, which ar- 
rived from Manila late last night brought 
4644 discharged soldiers, mainly from the

There is trouble in the Mullanphy Board, 

John P. Herrmann, Jr., and Theodore 
Hemmelmann have resigned from the Fi- 
nance Committee and it is said two more 
members of the committee will resign at 
the next meeting. 

The cause of the resignations is alleged 
to be a difference between the committee 
and President Kleykamp of the board, 

Mr. Herrmann accompanied his res- 
ignation with a long letter of ex- 
planation in which he _ declared that 
President Kleykamp § had taken the 
management of the board's af- 
fairs to himself and had declined to call 
the Finance Committee into his confidenve 
upon ceriain business which was given to 
it by the by-laws of the board. He claimcd 
the president altered the laws to suit his 
convenience and put business directly be- 
fore the board that should have been re- 
ferred first to his committee. 

He concluded the letter with the state- 
ment that a president who does not respect 
the laws of the Mullanphy Board enougn 
to submit to them takes ail the responsi- 
bilities from the members affected and re- 
lieves them from duty. 

Mr. Hemmelmann, as chairman of the 
committee, attached his signature to the 
letter and added a statement that he fully 
ugreed with everything Mr. Herrmann had 
written. 

President Kleykamp has not decided what 
he will do with the resignations. The fin- 
ance committee was appointed vy him and 
he has authority to accept or refuse. 

The resignations of Herrmann and Hem- 
melmann jeave only two members on the 
committee. If they resign, as it is claimed 
they will do; at the next meeting, the presi- 
dent will have an opportunity to appoint a 


new committee. 

“My resignation is for all time, said 
Mr. Herrmann, Monday. “President Kley- 
kamp appointed us as his assistants and 
then repeatedly ignored us. The business 
which the rules of the board say must be 
referred to us was taxen from our hands. 

“We were only consulted when it was 
the convenience of the president. 

“We became tired of that method, 
decided to quit. I will stay that way. 

“The specific charge that I make against 
Mr. Kleykamp is that he made a contract 
to deposit the board’s money with one bank 
at a lower rate of interest than we had 
been receiving. He didn’t refer this con- 
tract to us, but had {t approved by the 
board. which wae contrary to our rules, 

“He also borrowed money from a bank 
to pay taxes with when we had more than 
enough for that purpose lying idle. If he 
had consulted us we would never have 
permitted this to be done. 

“He has done things in which he has ig- 
nored us. His conduct of affairs forced 
Adolph Wagner from the board, and ft will 

result infmore resignations.”’

PARIS, Mo., Oct. 10.—Paris thronged 
with witnesses from abroad who are here 
to testify in the preHminary trial of Alex- 
ander Jester, charged with the murder of 
Gilbert Gates in thig county in 1871. 

One of the chief witnesses is Mrs, Street, 
Thsister of the accused man, who has come 
from Kansas City, where she now lives, to 
swear her brother is a murderer. It was 
Mrs. Street who first gave information that 
led to Jester’s arreSt. 

Mrs. Street is not so frightful looking as 
previous pictures have made her, but is a 
very pleasant looking old lady of 70 year: 
She is very fleshy and her face 1s flaccid, 
with a lovk almost cruel. 

She consented to sit for a picture for 
Post-Dispatch after the Hn ci Sok had ap- 
pealed to her vanity and told her she was 
not so bad looking as had been pictured. 
It required an hour for her to primp for 
the ordeal and Detective Hoffman almost 
stopped the procedure. 

Asa Gates, father of the murdered boy. 
arrived last night from Chicago, Charles 
Hazlehuret of Denver, a friend of-the Gates 
family, and the man who, W# years ago, 
made the journey to Kansas with young 
Gates, and Eldon Dodge, the Kansas Jus- 
tice of the Peace before whom the case 
was triéd, are also in the city. 

Hazlehurst, it develops this morning, was 
accused by Jester, in 1871, of making away 
with young Gates. A pathetic scene tran- 
spired when Asa Gates, aged, trembling and 
weak, met Mr. Hazlehurst, the friend of 
his murdered boy, at the Dooley House. 
The old man wept as if his heart would 
break and began to recal] all the little 
traits and peculiarities of his son, in which 
Hazlehurét humored him. 

Mr. Gates said: “I had prayed that it 
all might end with the awful trials of 30 
years ago, but the laws of my country call 
me and I respond that vengeance may-be 
meted out.’ 

“Then he recalled his long search and 
the trail he followed, step by step, 30 years 
ago. He had in his possession an gid 
daguerreotype of Jester, which is the best 
picture*of him yet taken, and shows but 
slight change in the features of the accused, 
made in the intervening period of 30 years,

cient to hold him to the grandjury, but 
facts are leaking an@ it is intimated that

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THE PRESIDENT’S VIEWS ON MEDIATION. 


A Cabinet officer annoynces through th® staff correspondent 
of the Post-Dispatch the policy the President: means to pursue 
in the dispute between Great Britain and the Boers. 

(1) This Government will do nothing distasteful to Great 
Britain, because of the moral support rendered by Her Maj- 
esty’s Government during the war between Spain and the 
United States. 

Did England by fer neutrality in that war impose an obli- 
gation upon our Government to refrain from Americanism 
whenever it might be distasteful to Englishmen? By what 
authority was such an obligation assumed? The peace con- 
ference declared that an offer of mediation by a distinterested 
power was never to be considered an unfriendly act. Is that 
declaration to have no weight in international affairs? True, it 
has not been formally adopted by any power, but everybody 
knows that it expressed the common sense of all powers, 
England and America included. 

(2). While the President and his Cabinet sympathize with 
the Boers, their love for England outweighs their friendship 
for the people of the Transvaal. | 

This is begging the question. We are friendly with both 
powers and are in an exceptionally favorable position to per- 
form an office of friendship. It seems not quite in keeping 
with the dignity of the Presidency of a great nation to talk 
about loving one country more than another. 

(3) The President will not intervene because he fears such 
a step “might incite some foreign power to take a hand in 
the Philippine war.” 

The cat is out of the bag. We dare not speak the word of 
civilization and humanity because we have lost our character 
as a representative of the best thought and morals of 
Christendom. We have moved into a gli@ss house and dare 
not send the word of peace across the water for fear some- 
body will throw stones at the brittle structure. We ignore the 
mote because of the beam. ; . 

His worst enemy could not have uttered a severer condemna- 
tion of the President’s policy. If it is true that the Philippine 
entanglement has placed the Government in a position where 
it is not free to act along the plainest path of humanity and 
progress the sooner we get out of the archipelago the better 
for us. The Presidént has himself furnished a better argu- 
ment against imperialism than any anti-imperialist ever 
ventured to offer.

MILLIONS IN CIRCULATION. 


Syndicate Formed in New York to 
Take the Bonds—Present Holders 
May Underwrite Common Stock. 


The announcement made fn the Post-Dis. 
patch some days ago that the Brown 
Brothers’ certificates, given at the absorp- 
tion of the many street railways of Bt. 
Louis for the’stocks and bonds of the in- 
dependent systems, would « paid off rather 
than be taken up with new securities, has 
been confirmed and the positive essertion 
that this would be dune was given on the 
Street Tuesday. 

It was declared by men who knew that 
none of the Brown Brothers’ certificates 
would be exchanged for Umited Railways 
Company securities, as the plan gave the 
Browns an option to take the certificates 
ip in cash, and this they w.li do. The 
first payments will be made withia thitly 


market,’’ said one man Tuesday, ‘‘pre- 
vented the formation of a syndicate in 
New York, which syniiicate, {t was con- 
templated, should taxe the new issue of 
Brown Brothers bonds. and put up the 
money therefor. This syndicate, however, 
has been formed now, and {it can positively 
be asserted that the tonds, 1s soon as ready 
for issue, will be taken up in that way. 
Then the cash will be paia to the certill- 
cate holders. 

“It is also known that no part of the 
Brown certificate will be exchanged for se- 
curities, but cash will be paid for all of 
them. The holders, however, will have a 
chanee to underwrite the common stock at 
an advanced figure.’’ 

The plan of reorganization of the St. 

Louis street railways as formed by Brown 
Brothers, permitted them either to take up 
the certificates issued in lieu of the eld se- 
curities, at fixed minimum rates. or to pay 
them off in the new securities. The forme? 
plan, giving them the opportunity to re- 
float the securities at an advanced figure, 
has been adopted, and the first step will be 
the payment of the proceeds of the bond 
issue of $45,000,000 to the certificate holders 
in «asn. 
This wlll release several millions of dol- 
lars here, and will help the money situation, 
which, however, is in a most healthy condi- 
tion in St. Louis. The exact date for this 
is not fixed, but it will be within 30 days.
